E. Michener’s Reply to the 
— Gpeeeh from the Throne, 


The local legislature opened at Ed- 
monton on Thursday last and after 
the speech from the Throne and the 
A. & G.W. Commissioners report was 
laid on the table the house adjourn- 
ed to Monday last when the speech 
from the Throne was moved and sec- 
onded by Chas. Stewart and A. J. 
McArthur. IS. Michener, as leader 
of ~the opposition, replied to the 
speech. He said ‘— 

Mr. Speaker :— 

As this is the first occasion in 
which ] have had an opportunity to 
address the house as leader o! the 
opposition, I ask your indulgence 
and the indulgence of this house 
while ] make a few observations. 

I submit as a first principle, Mr. 
Speakers, that neither pasty exists 
for the country, not the country for 
either party, that to the party in 
power is due not all the credit nor 
the blame of government. 

I conceive it to be the duty of the 
opposition to assist in whatever leg 
islation they deem to be in the’ in 
terest of the country and to oppose 
whatever they believe to be detri- 
mental to the best interest of the 
country, [I conceive it to be the 
duty of the party in power to aa- 
minister the affairs of the province ; 
to develop the resources of the coun- 
try ; to build up its institutions ; te 
promote all its great interests, and 
to seek first, always and only the 
good of the country. This sentiment 
T find expressed in the speech from 
the throne. Its closing words are 
Take In where Read last clasue 

‘““T am sure that under the direc- 
tion of Almighty God, your delibera- 
tions on these and other matters will 
be for the welfare of the province, di- 
rected, as they must be, by the sense 
of your supreme responsibility.”’ 

Now Sir in accepting the leader- 
ship of the opposition it is with «a 
feeling of responsibility to my coun- 
try. We have here a geeat country 
in the making ; a province twice the 
size of Great Britain with Ireland 
thrown in, with vast agricultural, 
mineral, timber, and other undevelop 
ed resources. 

T submit to you, Mr. Speaker, that 
if we are going to have the prosper- 
ity, the development as a_ province 
that our great resources make possi- 
ble we must. be more than partizans. 
We must be statesmen, patriots, Al- 
bertans, with a supreme desire to 
promote all the great interests of 
this great province in order to lay 
fonndations of empire truly and well, 
on which the generations to come 
may build a civilization worthy of 
the last great west. 

Mr. Speaker 1 have no doubt that 
the party in power have many mem- 
bers who have been actuated by the 
highest motives in their legislative | 
duties. I am willing also to give; 
the government credit for what has 
been good in their administration 
but Sir, judging the government by 
their record as a whole since the! 
Jast general elections I must say 
that the government has prostituted 
their high responsibility in trying to 


serve the interest. of their party ra- 
ther than the greater interest of the 


country. The party in power must 
remember that they are not admin- 
istering the affairs ‘of the govern- 
ment for the ‘benefit of their party 
but for the people of the province 
and for all the people of the province 
irrespective of party or creed. 

If T ean be shown that the party 
in power have not done this, but 
have used their high responsibility 
for party purposes, that they have 
heen laboring under the misappre- 
hension that this province existed 
for them instead of they for the pro- 
vince. they Sir have forfeited the 
confidence of all true lovers of their 
country by whatever name of party 
they may he called. I do not lay 
much stress on the words ‘Liberal’ 
or “ Conservative ‘’_as applied to 
previneial polities, true these names 


have a past, It is. not however, 
what the names stood for in the 
past, it is what. they stand for to- 


day. A member of this house under- 
took to criticise the conservative 
party in name. It reminds me of 
a boy at school who undertook to 
prove that the Baptist is the true 
church and the Methodist false. His 
argument was that the word ‘‘Bap- 
tist’’ is in the hible and the word 
‘Methodist’ is not. It is said to be 
the practise of some manufacturers 
to brand their goods to make up for 
quality by a high sounding name. 
The party in power has done consid- 
erable trading on their name, mem- 
bers of this house have orated at 
length upon the name liberalism. 
When a party has to ‘hide tlfeir deeds 
behind such a subterfuge, it is an 
indication that it is not all gold 
that glitters. With Shakespeare I 
may ask, ‘‘What’s in a name."’ ‘‘A 
rose by any other name would smell 
as sweet. while a pirate by any other 
name would be as bad. It might be 
more in keeping with the fitness of 
things if the party in power were 
called the Autocratic party and thi 
opposition the People’s party. My 
criticism is of the party in power 
here and now who call themselves 
liberal. I propose to criticise not 
the name but their record. We will 
not go far back, we will begin with 
the last general election.: We will 
read a criticism from the conserva- 
tive press. 

“The action of the government in 
dissolving the Legislature’ without 
the least warning, and within twen- 
ty-four hours after  prorogation, 
must be reprobated by all who have 
regard for fair and honorable deal- 
ing. The issues involved in a general 


, election at this time in the history 


of the Province are so weighty that 
ample time should bé given for their 
discussion ; particularly as another 
such opportunity may ‘100 ve presest- 
te for five years, the legislative term 
having been extended. The affairs of 
' the government is the most impor- 
tant business which the people of 
uae have to consider, and they 
should have ample time to do so.

I was 
elected as leader of the Conservative 
party under the same conditions. ] 
said to the people of my own con 
stituency thas I was prepared tu 
work in the interests of the people 
of my own constituency and ini the 
interest of the people of this prov- 
ince, irrespective of party. I do 
not propose to qualify that state 
ment. I state on the floor of thi: 
house, as leader of the opposition, 
that I have no other purpose but tc 
work in the interests af the prov- 
ince first. last and always. If that 
position does’ not suit the party 
which I have the honor to represent 
then they have the liberty to select 
another leader, but they have not 
the liberty to interfere with what ] 
conceive to be my duty and the duty 
of every honest citizen irrespective ol 
party. This personal reference is by 
way of diversion, to get back to my 
thought, while we honor the — sup- 
porters of the party in power who 
turned their party down in the inter- 
est of good government. Yet, Mr. 
Speaker, it is not saying too much 
when I state that the people of this 
province owe more to the honorable 
junior member of Calgary who was 
then the leader of the opposition in 
the house for saving this country 
from a great disaster, the dissipa- 
tion of $7,000,000 of the _ public 
credit of this country and the defeat 
of a government in carrying to com- 
pletion one of the worst deals any 
goveenment ever attempted. 

On the principle that character is 
a development, an individual or a 
government does not become bad or 
good in a day, it is reasonable to 
suppose that this attempt to put 
theough an utterly bad deal without 
a redeeming feature was not the only 
act that the party in power is re- 
sponslblefor, but rather a consumm- 

ation of the nature of what had been 
going on in certain departments of 
the government. When howeper, the 
seriousness of this transaction was 
brought to light and exposed, then 
apparently the members of the gov- 
ernment themselves felt something 
must surely be wrong. We then have 
the lidicrous spectacle of the gov- 
ernment appointing a royal commis- 
sion to examine themselves to set 
whether or not they really had any 
personal interest in the transaction, 
suffice it to say they must have 
thought the opposition made out a 
pretty good case or they surely 
would not have resorted to the ex- 
tremity of appointing a tribunal to 
try themselves. 

It is not my purpose at this time 
to discuss any further this question. 
I simply refer to it in relation to the 
policy of the party in power to  sub- 
stantiate my contention that they 
have not conducted the affairs of the 
country in the interests of the people 
and have forfeited the confidence of 
the electors ireespective of party. 

One can hardly estimate the harm, 
the disgrace this one question has 
done to the good’ name of this fair 
province. Why, sir, when abroad one 
almost needs to blush to acknowledge 
himself a member of the legislature 
that has had such unfavorable com- 

ment all over the British world. 

Mr. Speaker, I presume the honor- 
able premier will reply that his gov- 
ernment is not resposible for the 
sins of the late government. In 
accepting the premiership I take it 
he accepts, the responsibility of his 
party, If he had said I will not take 
the reins of power without getting 
the will of the electors of this prov- 
ince then the people of this country 
would have assumed that responsi- 
bility either in re-electing the Liber- 
ql government or in defeating them. 
But, Sir, withour reference to the 
will of the people, without a vote of 
the representatives in the house he 
has assumed the responsibility of 
government without reference to the 


stook their-seat,. yet. these, men. havo’ 


_| would be occupying the 


people or their: representatives. Yet, 
| Sir..we are told we are living in:an 
Tage of democracy. and responsible 
government, At: the’ opening: of this 
house on Thursday last“we witnessed 
the ludicrous formality of having: the 
Premier, ' the; Attorney. General, ‘in- 
troduced to ‘this house-before they 


been conducting the business“ of. :the 
legislature, spending the money. of 
the country without ever having °a 
seat in the:legislature, without - the 
endorsement of* the’ people’ - of. ‘this 
province, .If..'a democratic -govern- 
ment is a government of: the people, 
then, - Sir, the present ‘government 
does not measuro up to that -defin- 
ition:’“We* have’ to-day ‘a° government 
elected by. the representative. of the 
Crown. without the endorsation.. of 
the people. I venture to say,-: Mr. 
Speaker, that the electors. -of «this 
free country-- will-resent’ this: insult 
to a democratic age, I venture fur- 
ther to say ‘that this house. to-day 
does not represent the will ‘of: the 
people, that if an election were call- 
ed many familiar’faces would be 
absent, and instead of the ~: Liberal 
party holding office by divine righ 
and’ the appointment of. kings. they 
Opposition 
seats. Mr. Speaker, the speech from 
the thrine spoke of the importanco of 
the agricultural interests of. ° this 
province. I do not wish to say that 
considerable credit is not due tho 
present government for the assis- 
tance they have given to agriculture. 
Yet, Sir, I do not believe nor do I 
think the people of this province be- 
lieve that the party in power has 
caught the vision of their opportun- 
ity.in this direction. Nor have they 
sufficiently grasped the relative im- 
portance of agriculture in the expen- 
ditures of the revenues of the prov- 
ince. When a man takes a homestead 
in this province he does not begin 
by building a mansion; he puts up 
with temporary quarters till he gets 
his farm under cultivation when he 
can afford to build in keeping with 
his income. 

I do not wish it understood that’ I 
am opposed. to the building of a pro- 
vincial capital building that will be 
a credit to the province, nor the es- 
tablishment of educational institu- 
tions, far from it. As much as I 
would like your government, Mr. 
Premier, to have the Capital build- 
ing ready for the occupying of the 
party which I represent in the inter- 
ests of the development of the coun- 
try I prefer to put up with tem- 
porary quarters. . 

It is now over 4 years since we have 
had a provincial government. Not- 
withstanding that agriculture is tho 
main industry of tbis country, not- 
withstanding the fact that the cities 
as well as the province as a whole 
are dependent Jor their prosperity up- 
on the development area, no adequate 
provision is yet made for the teach- 
ing of agriculture throughout the 
province. One would imagine in a 
new agricultural province such as 
ours that demonstration farms would 
be placed in various districts of the 
province, that ‘schools of agriculture 


| would be established before even a 


provincial university. In British Col- 
umbia, although they have a 
revenue nearly five times that-of this 
province, they have only now started 
to establish a university. 

Furthermore, Mr. Speaker, if agric- 
ulture is to take the place it should 
occupy in this province, if the 
areable areas of 100,000,f00 acres 
are to be brougt rapidly under culti- 
vation the government of this coun- 
try must give more assistance. 

1st. To the opening up of roads 


and building of bridges to make it’ 
possible for the pioneers of the Em-. 


pire to market their produce. 

2nd. To undertake a more active 
policy to regulate the markets for 
their produce. Something has been 
done by the government along this 
line in the creamery business, why 
not extend the same. principle to 
regulate the grain and stock markets 
We know, of course, that supply and 
demand in the world’s great markets 
regulates prices. But not so here, 
prices vary and fluctuate almost as 
suddenly as the temperature in South 
ern Alberta, where they tell us there 
is sometimes a change of nearly 100 
degeees within 24 hours.

come in the local market. 

As one who has been interested in 

farming operations for the past ten 
years in this country, I can truth- 
fully say there is no class of people 
that get so little profit for the_a- 
mount invested and expended as the 
farmer. 
I conceive it to be the duty of a gov- 
ernment to assist.to legislate so that 
those who are building up the agri- 
cultural interests of this province 
may get the maximum profit from 
the minimum expenditure of labor. 

The government should not, only 
give more assistance towards build- 
ing of roads and bridges and the re- 
gulation of markets of farm produce, 
but in the 3rd place, in a new coun- 
try, such as ours where most people 
start with very limited and insuffici- 
ent means to make the most of their 
opportunities, the government should 
create a fund for loaning to the set- 
tler at a low rate of interest. The 
government can issue bonds at ap- 
proximately 4 per cent., ‘say they 
loan to the farmer at 5 per cent. 
that 

the 
pur. 


We would say, for example, 
the government would ~ give 
credit of the province for this 
pose to the same extent that’ 
did to the notorious Alberta. and 
Great Waterways Railway deal, look 
what it would save the farmers. of 
this country. The loan companies 
charge from 8 per cent. up on farm 
loans. If the government loaned at 
5 per cent 3 per cent on $7,000,000 
would be saved to the farmer -and the 
country as a whole, for the interest 
on all the millions loaned on farm 
property, goes outside the province, 
3 per cent on $7,000,000 would make 
a grand total of $210,000 saved 
annually. Think how much this 
would lighten the burdens and stimu- 
late the farming interests of _ the.

ELECTIONS. 


Summary of Great Landslide. 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—The political 
upheaval of Tuesday was followed by 
a general survey of the field, which 
discloses with great detail and pre- 
cision just what the results had 
accomplished. The latest  caleula- 
tions on the national house based on 
complete but unofficial returns, show 
Democrats will have a safe working 
majority of 30. The outcome of 
United States senate is now definite- 
ly settled. The Republicans. are as- 
sured of 17 new senators, which with 
thirty-four hold-over senators gives 
them 4 total of 51. The Democrats 
are assured of 15 new senators,which 
with twenty-five hold-overs gives 
them a total of 40. One senatorship 
is still in doubt, Mr. Carter, in Mon- 


tana, where there is a:prospect of a 
tie. These determined totals, how- 
ever, leave a Republican majority in 
the senate as follows: Total mem- 
bership 92, necessary to a majority 
47; Republicans 50, Democrats 40, 
doubtful 2. The seventeen Republic- 
an senators considered assured are 
from California, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Michigan, Nevada, North Dakota

THE DEATH KNELL 
OF HIGH TARIFF. 


In an interview with the Calgary 
Wednesday, Dr. Clark is 


reported. as follows : 


Albertan, 


“To my mind the result of the 
electién in the United States means 
the death knell of the tariff reform 
agitation in Great Britain. It was 
a great deal more than a party — re- 
volt; it was a revolution of the 
people against tariff? conditions — in 
the United States.” 

The above comment was made last 
night by Dr. Clark, M.P. Red 
Deer,.when asked his opinion on the 
result of Tuesday's elections. Dr. 
Clark is on his way to Ottawa to 
attend the opening of parliament 
November 17, making the

“T can’t see,’’ continued Dr. Clark, 
‘“any reason why the people of 
Great Britain should desire to change 
a policy which has done so much for 
country, for a policy of protection, 
which every country that has adopt- 
ed it, finds detrimental to progress. 

“The fact that the United States 
has with such an ovérwhelming maj- 
ority turned against the policy which 
has for so long been the recognized 
policy of that country should make 
our protectionist advocates in the 
Old Country pause and consider. 

“*  ] consider that the result of the 
election in the United States will 
have the effect of advancing the cause 
of reciprocity or freer trade re- 
lations betwwen the two countries, 
as it has shown that the people oi 
the United States wish the barrie 
which has retarded the development 
of their immense resources removed.” 

Dr. Clark further commented on the 
result, of the recent by-elections in 
england, especially that of South 
Shields, to prove that the protection 
sentiment is on the wane. 

In referring to the recent = Drum- 
mond-Arthabaska election, Dr. Clark 
said that from a Canadian national 
standpoint the result would have a 
beneficial effect. It would show the 
ultra imperialists, both of Canada 
and the Old Country, just how far 
they could go in developing the pol- 
icy of imperialism. 

“The unity of the empire must be 
based on sentiment,’ he said, ‘‘and 
freedom is the foundation of that 
sentiment. As far as our Canadian 
polities are coneerned, or as alfect- 
ing the government polity is con 
eerned, I do not consider that it 
will have any effect. 

“Tt certainly puts Mr. Borden, as 
leader of the Conservative party, 
which has always claimed to have a 
monopoly of loyalty to the empire, 
in an awkward position, from which 
it will be interesting to watch how 
he will extricate himself and nis 
party.’”’
